Government Investigates Charges of Former Sub- 


Commissary Manager 
From Contractors. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. i17.—Charges of 
irregularities in dealings between John 
Burke, commissary manager for the 
Panama Canal work and contractors 


who have been furnishing supplies, are 
being investigated by the Government. 
So far as the investigation has gone, 
no loss to the Government has been 
discovered and the amount of money in- 
volved has not been determined. Broad- 
ly. the department is investigating to 
determine whether he has received com- 
missions from contractors. 

“So far as the investigation has gone, 

it appears that there has been no loss 
to the Government.“ said Major F. C. 
Boggs, the general purchasing officer of 
the Panama Canal Commission, today. 
Major Boggs is conferring with legal 
officers of the War Department and the 
Canal Commission regarding the next 
step to be taken. Burke is somewhere 
in the United States on a sixty days’ 
leave of absence from his post on the 
Isthmus and is still on the Government 
payroll. 
At the Canal Commission's offices it 
was said as the investigation into the 
charges against Burke is still in pro- 
gress, to disclose the Government’s pur- 
peses at this stage might defeat its 
objects. 


It is admitted officially, however, that 
for the last six months the inquiry has 
been in progress, based on charges pre- 
ferred by Charles R. Walker, a former 
subordinate of Burke’s in the commis- 
sary Department, alleged that his sup- 
erlor officer was demanding and re- 
ceiving large commissions from persons 
with whom he had placed large con- 
tracts for food and other supplies for 
the canal workers. Also, it was alleged 
that Burke had awarded contracts to 
the Colon Import & Export Co., in 
which he was a stockholder, and that 
he had profited at least $50,000 from his 
operations. His salary was $4500 a 
year, Several important contracts were 
placed in Europe. 

Burke’s work as commissary was 

done entirely from the Isthmus and it 
was explained at the War Department 
that his operations were not directed 
from the Canal Commission offices here 
nor in connection with the Quarter- 
master’s Department of the army. His 
purchases are believed to have totalled 
somewhere between $5,000,000 and $6,000, - 
dec during the period covered by the 
investigation. 
With the completion of the investiga- 
tion the law officers of the War De- 
rartment will determine what action, 
of any, the Government may take. 


WANTS HUSBAND'S 
SLAYER TO LIVE IF 
HE PREFERS DEATH 


Bride Will Oppose Reported 
Desire of Man to Be 
Hanged. 


Mrs. Dora Lukos, 17 years old, of 
1323 Clinton street, who saw her hus- 


son streets, five months after their mar- 
riage, appeared in- Judge Kinsey's 
court Wednesday to testify at the trial 
of Fred Moeller, charged with murder 
in the first degree.

“If that is 
so, I do not want him hanged, but 
sent to the penitentiary, where he can 
spend his time thinking how unhappy 
he has made me. If he wants to go 
to the penitentiary I want him hanged. 
I don’t want him to have anything he 
wants.” 

Mrs. Lukos has positively identified 
Moeller as one of the robbers who fired 
four bullets into her husband’s body as 
he resisted the holdup about midnight. 
Richard (Bud) Murray, alleged to be an 
accomplice, never has been caught. 
Hach one, the State charges, fired two 
bullets into Lukos’ body. 

Circuit Attorne Harvey personally is 
conducting the prosecution, aided by 
his assistant, E. J. McCullen. Harvey 
announced he would demand the death 
penalty for Moeller if the prisoner waa 
found guilty. He asked each of the 
veniremen if he had any scruples 
against the death penalty.

MAN DIES FOUR 
HOURS AFTER BEING 
STRUCK BY CAR 


John Whalen, Injured Seven 
Miles West of City, Suc- 
cumbs at Hospital. 


A man, who regained consciousness 
long enough to say his name was John 
Whalen, died at the ity hospital at 12:49 
bp. m. Wednesday from injuries received 
at 8:45 a. m., when he was run down 5 
a westbound Creve Coeur car at Burns 
avenue, seven miles west of the city 
limits. 
The crew of an eastbound car took 
the unconscious man to Delmar Garden. 
where he was turned over to a patrol- 
man. The motorman said George Har- 
low of 737 Euclid avenue was motorman 
of the car that struck the man. 

Harlow, he said, told him the man 
had been walking west in the west 
bound car tracks and he thought he 
was a track walker and would step 
aside as the car approached nearer. For 
that reason, Harlow explained, he dic 
not slacken speed, but continued to 
ring the gong. When, at the last mo- 
ment, the man failed to heed the gong, 
Harlow attempted to stop the car by 
applying emergency brakes, but the 
man was struck. Harlow and the con- 
ductor on his car placed the injured 
man aboard an east-bound car. 

In his pockets the man carried the 
back of a bank book issued by the Lin- 
coln Trust Co. to Mrs. Louls Kullen. 
He was about 50 years old, of dark com- 
plexion and gray eyes, and had a dark 
mustache. He wore gray corduroy trou- 
sers, a blue flannel shirt, black serge 
coat, black soft hat and black shoes.

CAPTURED UNDER PORCH 


Revolver Hidden in Sock Given 
Up Peacefully When Couple 
Are Found. 


When two youths, one holding a re- 
volver, accosted Talbert Hilton of 
3826A Folsom avenue, near his home, at 
10 p. m. Tuesday, and ordered him to 
hold up his hands, they seemed to be 
so nervous that he thought they were 
joking. 

Hilton laughed and walked away. Half 
a block up the street he met a de- 
tective Sergeant and told of his expe- 
rience. The Sergeant found the youths 
hiding under a porch on McRee ave- 
nue, near Spring avenue. One of them 
drew a revolver from his sock and 
handed it ever. 

At the Magnolia Avenue Station the 
prisoners said they were Frank Jones, 
19 years old, of New York, and Fred 
Bell, 20, of Spokane, Wash. 


One Confesses Five Robberies. 

They at first said that they had just 
started out to be highwaymen and that 
Hilton was the first person they had 
waylaid. 

Wednesday afternoon, after they, had 
been taken to Police Headquarters, 
Jones made a written confession in 
which he said he had committed five 
robberies in St. Louis-in the last month. 
Jones said he and Bell first met about 
a month ago in a poolroom at Sixth and 
Market streets. Neither had money 
and Jones suggested that they become 
highway robbers. Two weeks ago Jones 
said, he passed through Reservoir Park 
at 9:30 p. m. and saw a man and a 
weman sitting on a bench. He leveled 
a revolver at the man and took $16.20. 

In his confession Jones said that on 
the night of Dec. 3 he waylaid Armine 
de Wein of 7324 Gravois avenue at Cleve- 
land and Spring avenues and took a 
$2 bill, a watch and a street car ticket. 
This robbery was reported to the po- 
lice at the time. 


Robbed an Autoist. 

Two weeks ago, Jones said, he and 
Bell and another youth, whose name ho 
refused to give, were passing Vandeven- 
ter and Greer avenues when an automo- 
bilist stopped and asked them for a 
match. They handed a box of matches 
to him and then pointed revolvers at 
him and robbed him of $0. The uniden- 
tified youth got the money and ran 
away with it. Later they found him 
at the Market street poolroom, held him 
up with revolvers and took from him 
$31.20 and his coat and shoes. 

Jones said that he and Bell also way- 
laid a man somewhere on Vandeventer 
avenue about 10 days ago and took four 
quarters from him and that they robbed 
another man on Nebraska avenue.

EXPERTSUNABLE 
HOLDING $100,000 


Strongbox, Superheated in Fire, 
Is Brought to St. Louis 
From Novinger, Mo. 


— 


SHAPED LIKE A CANNON 
Men, Closely Guarded, Work 
Night and Day Trying to 
Release Door. 


A safe containing more than 5100, 000 in 
cash and securities of the Union Bank 
of Novinger, Mo., has been since Mon- 
day in the hands of St. Louis safe ex- 


perts, whose efforts day and night to 
open it have been unsuccessful. Throug- 
out Tuesday night a corps of mechan- 
ics worked on the massive breach at 
the Ernst Weis Safe and Lock Co., ll 
North Ninth street, while a squad vf 
police kept guard on the premises. 

The safe became superheated in a 
fire that destroyed the Union Bank 
building in Novinger Dec. 10. It ig a 
cylindrical safe two and a half feet in 
diameter and three feet high and weighs 
400 pounds. The casing of the safe is 
only three inches thick, while the breach 
is 11 inches deep. After the fire, the 
casing cooled so much quicker than the 
breach that the ‘two became firmly 
welded together. 

While an army of coal miners was 
clamoring for their pay at the Union 
Bank, which handles a payroll of $25,- 
000 for the Novinger coal district on the 
tenth and twenty-fifth of each month, 
all efforts of J. E. Reaugh, cashier of 
the bank, to open the safe were unavail- 
ing. 

An appeal for help was made to the 
John Baumann Safe and Hardware Co., 
421 North Fourth street, and the com- 
pany’s manager, John T. Lynn, went to 
Novinger Saturday. He discovered the 
safe could not be opened with the fa- 
cilities at his disposal there, and advised 
that it. be sent to St. Louis. It. was 
dispatched by express Sunday, Reaugh 
accompanying it. 

It was taken to the Baumann shop 
Monday morning, and for five hours, 
from noon until 5 p. m., mechanics at- 
tempted to open it, but in vain. Lynn 
promised that the next morning he 
would engage the services of ah ex- 
pert at manipulating manganese safes. 
But the next morning he learned that 
Reaugh had arranged to have the safe 
taken to the Weiss company, where ef- 
forts were maed to open it during the 
afternoon and night under heavy police 
guard. N 

To relieve the situation created by the 
miners’ demand for their wages, O. E. 
Novinger, Cashier of the Bank of Nov- 
inger, a competitive institution across 
the street from the Union Bank, placed 
sufficient funds at the disposal of the 
latter, 

Shaped Like a Cannon, 

The safe is built of Manganese steel | 
and is shaped like the butt of a cannon, 
the door occupying the same relation 
to the body as a breech does to a can- 
non. The breech of the safe is 18 inches 
in diameter. Experts declared it would 
require the same force to open it as 
would be required to withstand the ex- 
plosion of an 18-inch cannon. 

The experts managed to twist the 
breech around five-eighths of an inch, 
and they declared they would have the 
safe opened before the close of the day. 

As soon as this is accomplished, 
Reaugh said, the treasure, of which $8400 
is currency, $2000 gold and silver and 
the rest securities, will be taken to the 
International Bank of St. Louis and 
credit exchange arranged.

“RUDE FXPERIENGE 
WITH THE POLICE 


Col. J. G. Hackett Finds Pocket- 
book and Compelled to Give 
It Up at Station.

Knew’ Street by. Old Name. 
About 30 years ago the name of Chris- 


ty avenue was changed to Lucas avenue, 
but the Colonel knew it only as the same 
old name. 

“T was walking on Christy avenue, 
sir,” he continued, “and I saw that 
pocketbook and I picked it up. I went 
across to a hardware store to buy some 
cotter-pins, sir, sometimes known as 
spring keys, when an officer came in 
and asked if anyor,» in the store had 
found a pocketbook. I turned and said: 
‘You bet.’ 

“The officer asked me to give the 
pocketbook to him. I told him I would 


my duty as a gentleman to advertise for 
the owner and return the pocketbook 
personally. 

“Seeming to suspect that I had ulte- 
rior motives, the officer asked. me to 
walk with him to the police statipn at 
Tenth and Carr streets, so he might con- 
sult his superiors. 


Searched at Police Station.

As she 
opened the rear door of her home at 5:30 
o'clock, in response to a knock, she was 
felled by the blow of a robber, who 
pulled @ $350 diamond ring from her 
finger and stole à purse containing $4. 
She suffered a bruise on her head and 
contusions on the face and is under 
the care of a doctor. 

In relating her experiences, Mrs. 
Downing told that she had spent the aft- 
ernoon at the home of her’ mother, Mrs. 
I Parks, 3 South Euclid avenue. It was 
dark when she started to return, and 
she decided to leave her 23-months-old 
son, Edward H. Jr., at her ‘mother’s 
home until after dinner. 

Shortly after she entered her home she 
heard a knock on the rear door. Think- 
ing a delivery boy was outside, she un- 
locked the door. A man rushed toward 
her, knocking her down. with a blow on 
the head. He lacerated her fingers in 
tearing the ring from one of them. 

Mrs. Downing later regained con- 
sciousnes. She groped her way to the 
telephone and in a weak voice told her 
mother she had been rebbed. Leonard 
Parks, a brother, hurried toward the 
Downing residence, and found his sister 
hysterical, walking upon the street in 
front of her home.

The report of the Interstate Commerce 
Commission to the Senate likely will 
show that while the bankers charged a 
commission of three per cent, they made 
much larger profits by reselling the 
Frisco bonds to the.public at prices 
several points higher than they paid 
for them. 

The trend of the examination of Yoak- 
um by the commission’s Examiner in- 
dicated that it was the opinion of the 
commission that the interests of the 
Frisco had not been fully protected in 
these bond sales. Yoakum was asked 
why the company did not have partici- 
pating agreements with its bankers, un- 
der which the railroad would have re- 
ceived a share of the profits accruing 
from the sale of the bonds to the pub- 
lic at prices higher than the bankers 
paid for them. 

Yoakum said there had been some 
such agreements at some time, but he 
was not able to give the commission in- 
formation as to what bond issue they 
applied to. Generally speaking, he said, 
the Frisco sold its bond issues to the 
bankers, and was not interested in the 
price at which they were resold by the 
bankers to the public. 

; According to the Interstate Commerce 
Commission’s records the maximum 
price received by the railroad company 
for its 5 per cent general lien bonds 
Was 85, while much of the issue was 
sold at 80. Its refundifig fours were 
sold in 198 at 68 and 69%, creating a 
loss to the company of $30.50 to $282 
on each $100 bond. The bonds of the 
Kansas City, Fort Scott & Memphis 
Railroad were sold by the Frisco man- 
agement as low as 62%. Some of the 
Frisco refunding fouys were sold for 
80 or more, but the average discount 
was found by the Interstate Commerce 
Commission to be more than 13 per cent, 
as applied to the entire group of bonds. 
aggregating $244,000,000. 

Yoakum testified that while the bonds 
of the company were being sold at 
these prices, which resulted in heavy 
‘losses. to the company, no effort was 
made by the directors and officers to 
sell the securities direct to the public. 


Interesting Law Point Raised. — 
An interesting point that will.come up 
for judicial determination should Frisco 
stockholders be permitted to sue direc- 
tors and officers for an accounting of 
profits in the Brownsville and other 
deals, is whether or not a Missouri 
statute was violated in the acquisition 
of these feeder lines without specific 
authority from the stockholders. 

The St. Louis & San Francisco Rail- 
road Co. is a Missouri corporation, and 
subject to the Missouri statutes. It ap- 
parently was the intention of the fram- 
ers of the Missouri law that no rail- 
road company could purchase another 
railroad unless authorised to do so by 
the stockholders. 

The statute Which appears to have 
been ignored in the Brownsville. and 
other deals is section 3078 of the Revised 
Statutes of 1909. 

“Any railroad company heretofore in- 
corporated or hereafter organized in 
pursuance of law may, at any time, by 
means of subscription to the capital 
stock of any other railroad company, 
or dtherwise, aid such company in the 
construction of its railroad within or 
without the State,“ the statute reads, 
“for the purposes of forming a connec- 
tion of the last mentioned road with the 
road owned by the company furnishing 
such aid, or any such railroad company 
which may have. built its road to the 
boundary lines of the State may extend 
into the adjoining state and for that 
purpose may build, buy, lease or con- 
solidate, in the manner provided in the 
preceding section, with any railroads in 
such adjoining state and operate the 
same, and may own such real estate 
and other property in such adjoining 
state as may be convenient in operat- 
ing such road; or any railroad company 
organized in pursuance of the laws. of

eral hours of discussion the Republican 
committee today recommitted to a sub- 
committee, which will report late today, 
the question of a plan for a reduction 
in representation at national conven- 
tions. 

An agreement on a plan 10 looked for 
tonight. National Committeeman How- 
ell of Nebraska led the fight for a rad- 
ical reduction of Southern representa- 
tion. National Committeeman Remmel 
of Arkansas violently opposed such a 
plan. He said that the history of Re- 
publican conventions showed conclusive- 
ly that the Southern contingent always 
had followed woh Wey of a Northern 
majority in suppor®of presidential can 
didates. 


Shakes Fist at Howell. 
“Are you going to kick us out and 


make the Republican party a sectional 
party?“ he asked, shaking his fist at 
Mr. Howell. “Treat us fairly. En- 
courage us as we deserve to be en- 
couraged and don't try to throttle us.“ 

Only two propositions remained to be 
acted upon today and a report from a 
Special Sub-Committee, headed by Na- 
tional Commiteeman Warren of Mich- 
igan, offered a solution of each. Under 
the proposals of the sub-committee the 
change in representation would give to 
each state four delegates at large, one 
from each Congressional district and 
an additional delegate where the Repub- 
lican vote bears a certain ratio to the 
total vote. The exact ratio which shall 
determine when a district shall have an 
additional delegate had not been agreed 
on, but no serious trouble was expected 
‘over it. 

The sub-committee presented a unani- 
mous report for modification of the 
party’s rules, providing for recognition 
of state primary laws, acceptance of a 
State’s rights to choose all or part of 
its delegates-at-large to national con- 
ventions and agreed that in future con- 
eventions delegates with proper certifi- 
@ates should be placed on the tempo- 
rary roll. The latter feature promises 
to eliminate contests such as have arisen 
at previous national conventions. 


Primaries to Be Recognized. 
The sub-committee’s report on pri- 
tries and procedure reads in part as 
follows:

‘eonvention, to be held in the year 1916, 
to “nominate candidates for President 
in

a). That in any state which shall 

have provided by law prior to the 
tion of delegates from such state 
the election of such delegates to 
national conventions of political parties 
at direct primaries, such delegates from 
that state shall be elected in conformity 
with such law.

6,510,839 Tons Needed. 
O'Donnell said that 6,510,839 tons of 
coal were needed by St. Louis and East 
St. Louis each year. This, he said. 
could be furnished by mines within 15 
miles of St. Louis, if the rate condi- 
tions did not. make it impossible for 
many of them to operate. 
He expressed the opinion that if the 
railroads needed more money they 
should increase the rate on coal farther 
from St. Louis. He said this would 
make no difference in the output cf 
those mines, as they furnished a higher 
grade of coal, which was used for a 
different purpose than that mined with- 
in the inner group.

Frisco Receiver Thinks Prouty’s 
General Proposition Is a 
Good Thing. 


Railroad presidents have had consider- 
able to say since reading the speech in 
New York Saturday night by Chairman 
Prouty of the Interstate Commerce Com- 


mission, in which he advocated the Fed- 
eral regulation of railway securities. 
The Post-Dispatch Tuesday printed com- 
ments on the speech by a number of 
well-known figures in the railroad world. 

W. C. Nixon, one of the three receiv- 
ers of the Frisco Railroad, and until re- 
cently its president, said: 

„As to Mr. Prouty’s general proposi- 
tion that the Government should have 
supervision of the issuance of stocks 
and securities, I agree with him. It 
would be a very good thing. 

„But I think Mr. Prouty is in error 
when he says that until such Govern- 
ment supervision is established there 
cannot with safety be any increase in 
railroad rates. I think the railroads 
can show the high cost of living has 
affected them in the same way it has 


and taxes have increased out of all pro- 
portion with the revenue. These cost in- 
creases, and not the payment of divi- 
dends on stocks and interest on bonds, 
have caused the big items of expense 
which call for higher rates. 

J do not believe many railroads own 
stock in other railroads. There could be 
no objection to Government supervision 
of such purchases of stock, but I do not 
think they should be absolutely forbid- 
den. Wise extension of railroad systems 
through mergers or .the purchase of 
other systems are sometimes necessary 
to progress and a benefit to the public. 
Railroad development would be checked 
if it was known that investors in one 
road would not be permitted to realize 
on their assets by selling their securt- 
ties to investors in another road. Such 
a restriction, I think, discourages: pro- 
motion and extension.” 

James W. Lusk, a Frisco receiver, 
said: “Such expressions as Mr. Prouty’s 
add fuel to the flames. They tend to 
increase the burdens of the railroads, 
already depressed by low rates and ad- 
verse criticism. There are many rail- 
roads which are being properly con- 
ducted. They should not be made to pay 
the penalty for the indiscretions of other 
roads which have not been so conducted. 
I do not think it would be proper for 
me to formally discuss Mr. Prouty’s re- 
marks.“

“Some of ‘the difficulties and inade- 
quacies of the transportation machine, 
not only of New England, but also of 
the whole United States today, are the 
result of drifting away too far from the 
idea that transportation is a business, 
which, in the long run, must be gov- 
erned by the same great human and 
natural laws that affect all human af- 
fairs. 

“In saying this I do not wish to be 
understood as meaning that there should 
not be supervision and regulation of the 
great public service corporations, and 
that changing conditions do not make 
necessary changes in method and in. 
law. But I do say that care should be 
taken not to have that supervision and 
regulation go so far that it practically 
takes the real power of the management 
away from those who have invested 
their money in the business. So long as 
they have their money invested, so long 
as they are responsible for the financial 
results, so long as they give adequate, 
reasonable and safe service at rates 
that will permit of gross earnings suf- 
ficient to pay expenses, taxes, interest 
on debts, and take care of depreciation 
and obsolescence, and pay a reasonable 
return to the owners, they must have 
the right, within the law, to decide many 
important questions, particularly those 
relating to finance and to the details of 
the service, the organization of the staff 
and the rules and regulations under 
which the staff and employes must work 
to produce the greatest efficiency and

Invested His Own Funds. 

When the construction of these lines 
was undertaken in 1897, through the then 
sparsely settled country which has since 
been so largely developed through the 
agency of the Frisco, it was exceeding- 
ly difficult to get money for this plo- 
neering work. Therefore the usual plan 
ef forming syndicates to construct and 
finance such lines was adopted, and in 
order to show my faith in the under- 
takings and to secure the necessary 
help, it became imperative for me to 
invest my own funds. 

(At this point in the statement,

The Frisco acquired a majority of the 
stock of the Chicago & Eastern Illinois 
Railroad Co. in October, 1902, and at the 
time of this acquisition I did not own 
any Chicago & Eastern Illinois stock, 
nor did I make any profit directly or in- 
directly. 


Desired Entrance to Chicago. 
1icago is the largest railroad anil 
commercial center of the West. At the 
time railroads were being consolidated 
into large systems, and those without 
access to large railroad a commercial 
centers could not develop their traf- 
fic satisfactorily. It s the judy- 
ment of the board, as well as myself. 
that this investment would be advan- 
tageous to the Frisco, and while it has 
not been directly profitable, it Las been 
indirectly of immense advantage, by 
reason of the gross earnings from inter-, 
change business which it probably would 
not have secured except through owner- 
ship of the Chicago & Eastern Illinois. 
During the 11 years since the purchase 
of this property the Frisco has paid out 
on stock certificates approximately $1,- 
700,000 more than it has received in divi- 
dends, or an average of about $150,000 
a year. The interchange of traffic, how, 
ever, has resulted in gross earnings to 
the Frisco of approximately $3,750,000 an- 
nually. 


At the time of the purchase of the 
Chicago & Eastern Illinois it practica!- 
ly controlled the coal traffic of Illinois 
and Indiana to Chicago markets. Since 
that time the Southern IIlinols, Big 
Four and other railroads have extended 
their lines into that territory, and have 
become large carriers of coal tonnage 
into Chicago and other markets. 


The gap between St. Louis and Mem- 
phis completed, and the Chicago & East- 
ern Illinois acquired to give an entrance 
into the Great Lakes territory, it seemed 
necessary to cover the 885 miles south 
of Memphis to reach New Orleans and 
South Texas in carrying. out the gen- 
eral plan of the system.

Version of Brownsvilie Deal. 


The Brownsville line Houston to 


|| Brownsville—was constructed through a 


syndicate composed of 99 subscribers. 
It is now earning $5476 per mile gross, 
practically upon its local business. Had 
it not been for the revolution in Mex- 
ico, which broke out in 1910, the inter- 
change business with the Nationa] lines 
of Mexico would have placed the 
Browneville line, two years ago, upon 
a paying basis. 

I visited Mexico City and conferred 
with Mr. Limantour, then Minister of 
Fmance, and Mr. Brown, president of 
the National Lines of Mexico, and we 
reached an understanding for inter- 
change of business through the Brown 
ville-Matamoras gateway. a 

An international bridge was construct- 
ed over the Rio Grande River, which is 
owned jointly by the Frisco and the Na- 
tional Lines of Mexico. When the bridge 
was first opened there was a good n- 
terchange of business between the two 
lines, which would have soon reached 
7% to 100 cars a day. There is a profit- 
able business awaiting a settlement of 
the revolution in Mexico for the New 
Orleans-Brownsville line, and I am con- 
ident that W per cent, if not one-third 
of the interchange traffic between this 
country and Mexico, can be controlled 
through the Brownsville-Matamoras 
gateway. 

But for the disastrous floods of 1911 
and 1912, the New Orleans and Browns- 
ville lines would have shown satisfac- 
tory results. War in Mexico cut into 
another large source of traffic, which 
could have been handled without any 
material additional cost in operation. 

The loss in traffic and roperty to the 
Frisco on account of these conditions 
amounted to several million dollars. The 
Gulf Coast Line could probably have 
stood floods and war one year,. but with 
two successive years the result 8 
been very unsatisfactory. 

It is believed by an expert engineer 
who has recently made for certain 
bondholders an exhaustive study and re- 
port of the New Orleans, Texas & Mex- 
ico, that the line will within three years 
show an earning capacity averaging 
$7000 per mile gross per annum. It is 
also estimated that, being a low-grade 
road, it can be operated for 70 per cent 
of its gross earning, resulting in a net 
of $2100 per mile per annum. 

This line covers the zichest and most 


Hemisphere, and while criticism has 
been made of its acquisition, I predict 
that if it is eliminated umder the reor- 
ganization of the Frisco, its loss will be 
as much regretted as its ownership is 
now criticised. 
Dentes Frisco Promise to Buy. 

The syndicate which constructed the 
Brownsville line had no agreement or 
understanding whatever that it would 
be sold to the Frisco.

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BILLBOARD TRUST. | 
SHORT ONE VOTE. 
IN THE COUNCIL 


Test of Strength Shows Majority 
Against McKelvey and 
Howe Bills. 


A test of strength in the Council 
Tuesday showed that after a month of 
lobbying the Billboard Trust has not 
mustered the seven votes necessary to 
pass the McKelvey bills amending the 
195 ordinance, which was unsuccess- 
fully fought in court for n eight 
years. 

Councilmen Haller moved to force the 
bill out of the Public Improvements 
Commi after a two-hour caucus, 
and thé motion failed by a vote of 
5 to 6 the friends of the bill voting 
against Haller's motion in an effort to 
prevent the killing of the measure in 
the Council. 

President Lazarus of the Council, 
who said he opposes the bill, was ab- 
gent, as he cannot preside while acting 
Mayor in the absence of Mayor Kiel. 
Councilman Protzmann, who was ex- 
cused from voting, made a speech indi- 
cating that he would not vote to amend 
the 1905 ordinance at present. 

Unless the supporters of the McKel- 
vey bills gain one vote, the suspension 
of the billboard law by Building Com- 
missioner McKelvey since the withdraw- 
al of the injunction suit in the United 
States Supreme Court, Oct. %, will avail 
them nothing. McKelvey has since an- 
nounced that he will enforce the law 
when in a position to do so, but de- 
clares he will not have complete in- 
formation regarding illegal boards and 
those responsible for them until the 
middle of January. 


Assembly to Take Recess, 
The Assembly has voted to take a 


recess from next Friday until Jan. 6, 
and it is now impossible for the pend- 
ing bills, or any substitute, to pass the 
upper branch before the holidays unless 
two-thirds of the Council vote affirm- 
atively Friday. 

When the Assembly reconvenes in 
January the situation probably will be 
unchanged, except that McKelvey will 
have had another month in which to 
gather and assemble data regarding the 
1500 billboards, of which he estimates 
99 per cent are illegal. 

Former Building Commissioner James 
A. Smith appeared at the caucus meet- 
ing on invitation Tuesday and told the 
Councilmen that the 1905 ordinance was 
obeyed by the companies from April, 
1905, until May, 1906, when an injunction 
was asked continued in court until last 
October. — 

Smith said he had opposed certain 
features of the 1905 law at the time it 
was under consideration in the Assem- 


‘I bly, but that its provisions had been up- 


held by the Missouri Supreme Court. He 
said he believed the law could be modi- 
fied with reason to permit billboards to 
extend within two feet of the ground in- 
stead of four, and within two feet of 
an adjacent building instead of six. He 
opposed double deckers, forbidden by 
the 190 ordinance, but ‘said he favored 
a provision that the billboards be al- 
lowed flush with the sidewalk in busi- 
ness districts where the adjacent build- 
ings were constructed to the sidewalk 
line. 

Councilmen Haller and Bbeling advo- 
cated an increase in the permit fee of 
' $1 for each five lineal feet, by making it 
an annual fee instead of one that 18 
paid only at the time of erection. Coun- 
cilman Rower led the debate for the 
supporters of the McKelvey bills, and 
argued that fairness demanded the con- 
cessions asked by Building Commission- 
er McKelvey, 
withdrawn from support of his measure 
and agreed to abide by the existing or- 
dinance, 


Rower Attacks Civie League. 
In the Council meeting Rower made a 


which he declared it was a “self-consti- 
tuted Municipal Assembly,” and called 
upon those who were elected by the pub- 
lic to represent them without regard

“POPE, IS DEAD 


Former Secretary Succumbs Un- 
expectedly in Palace Near 
the Vatican. 


ROME, Dec. 17.—The sudden death of 
Cardinal Rampolla, former Papal Seero- 
tary of State, was not made known io 
Pope Pius X until this morning. Cardinal 
Merry Del Val and Monsignor Giovanni 
Bressan, the Pope's private secretary, 
went to see His Holiness at an early 
hour, intending to break the sad news 
as gently as possible. But when the 
Pope heard the name of Cardinal Ram- 
polla coupled with the word “indisposi- 
tion,” he grew pale and begged them to 
tell him the truth without hesitation, as 
anxfety and uncertainty affected him 


more than anything else. The two prel- 
ates then told him that Rampolla was 
dead, 

As recently as Saturday the Pope had 
received Cardinal Rampolla, who was 
then apparently tn his usual good health 
and spoke at length about many affairs. 

The Cardinal died alone last night in 
his room in a little palace near the 
Vatican, where he lived since the pres- 
ent Pope took office. He had been only

Cardinal Rampolla, Marquis del Tin- 
daro, was appointed Secretary of State 
by Pope Leo XIII, and at the conclave 
for the election of a successor to Pope 
Leo, was the predominant figure until 
Austria exercised an old prerogative, 
the right to enter an objection to the 
election of a given candidate for the 
papacy. Cardinal Rampolla led on the 
first and second votes. 

Of late Cardinal Rampolla has been 
mentioned as a possible successor to 
Pope Pius X. He was born at Polizzi, 
Sicily, in 1843, and was proclaimed Car- 
dinal in 17. He was arch priest of St. 
Peters and secretary of the congrega- 
tion of the Universal Inquisition. 

Since the conclave Cardinal Rampolla 
has lived in retirement in the palace of 
St. Martha, just behind St. Peter’s, and 
has devoted his time to the departments 
dealing with matters of doctrine, dog- 
ma and internal administration of the 
church, holding aloof from affairs, per- 
taining to the foreign relations of the 
Holy See.

RECEIVE SPANISH 
PRISONER LETTERS 


Old Madrid Swindle, Often Ex- 
posed, Is Attempted in 
New Field. 


The Spanish Prisoner is out again. 

Letters with Madrid postmarks, and 
with blue stamps bearing King Alfon- 
so’s picture, have been received by 
many St. Louisans in the last few 
weeks. Each one has told the same 
story of an absconding St. Petersburg 
banker, locked in a Spanish prison, 
with a trunk containing $480,000, where 
he and his beautiful daughter cannot get 
at it. The friend who kindly assists is 
to receive one-third, and the first an- 
swer must be sent by cable, to C. Ur- 
guijo, Santander, Spain. 

Enclosed is a printed slip disguised 
as a clipping from an English news- 
paper, telling of the banker’s arrest, of 
his daughter and of the money which, 
the police believe, he must have hidden 
somewhere. The letter lets the recipi- 
ent in on the secret as to the where- 
abouts of this money. 

Thousands of these letters have been 
sent to residents of the United States 
in the last six or seven years, each with 
the same story and the same inclosed 
clipping. Many persons have sent the 
cablegram, and have followed instrur- 
tions and gone to Spain, sometimes 
mortgaging their homes or farms to get 
the money. They always took a sum cf 
money to pay necessary expenses. Post- 
office officials, wno always hear of these 
cases—afterward—never have heard of 
anyone wh. brought any money back. 

The “Spanish prisoner’ business is a 
regular institution in Madrid, and en- 
joys official protection. This has been 
shown by the fruitless efforts of the 
Amcrican potsal officials to have the 

wrisoner’” actually put in prison, and 
the flood of fraudulent letters to this 
country stopped. 


The Post-Dispatch has received fre- gist 


quent inquiries from recipients of these 
letters, who seem never to have read 
of the swindle, though it has been ex- 
posed many times. Others, who have 
read of the matter and who get the let- 
ters, report the fact as a good joke. 

One of the latter class is Joseph Con- 
stant of 4948 Delmar boulevard, a 
leading member of the St. Louis Greek 
colony. He not only has received such 
a letter, but he has learned a number 
of other Greek business men here have 
received the letters recently. He is talk- 
ing about the matter among his ac- 
quaintances, in the hope none of the re- 
cipients of the letters, who may not 
have heard of the matter before, will 
„bite.“

He enumerajes several uses to which 
it might be put, and advocates a Board 
of Control consisting of the Mayor, 
Comptroller and à member of the Public

Officials of the Coliseum have sought 
recently to get an ordinance enacted 
exempting the big hall from taxes on 
the ground that it was a public benefit 
not conducted for private profit. 

Gallagher took the question up with 
City Counselor Baird ‘and learned that 
the city could not exempt taxes on 
privately owned structures, unless they 
were religious or educational institu- 
tions. 

Gallagher will prepare a bill to au- 
thorize purchase by the city, which 
Baird says is legal, if the stockholders 
of the’ Coliseum company agree to sell 
by condemnation or at a reasonable con- 
tract price. He has not inquired into the 
value of the ground or bullidng. he
